New York, September 29.—Timothy 
L. Woodruff, former lieutenant gov- 
ernor of New York, was stricken to- 
night in Carnegie hall just as he con- 
cluded an address at the fusion noti- 
fication meeting. Physicians who at- 
tended Mr. Woodruff announced that 
he had suffered a stroke of 
and said his condition was serious. 

As he was speaking Mr. Woodruff 
turned to John Purroy Hitchell, 
fusionist candidate for mayor, 
complained of a pain in his knee. 
continued his address, however, but 
he concluded he reeled and would have 
fallen had not Mr. Mitchell and others 
on the platform supported him. 

Mr. Woodruff was carried to an ante- 
room, where he was attended by two 
Physicians. Later he was removed to 
his apartments in an uptown hotel, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Woodruff, who had 
attended the meeting with him. 

Timothy L. Woodruff, who is 55 years 
old, has been a political figure in New 
York state for nearly 30 years. Up to

a year ago when he left the republican’ 


party and joined the progressives there 
were few republican conventions which 
he did not attend as a delegate. Irom 
1897 to 1903 Mr. Woodruff was lieu- 
tenant governor of New York 

For years Mr. Woodruff was chair- 
man of the republican state commit- 
tee, leader of the republicans in Kings 
county, embracing Brooklyn, and a 
\dominant advisor in his party’s poli- 
tics of the state. Leaders were accus- 
tomed to meet for conferences at Kamp 
Kill Kare, his Adirondack estate, 
which was purchased recently by Al- 
fred G. Vanderbilt. 

When Theodore Roosevelt 
the progressive party Mr. Woodruff 
left the republicans and aligned him- 
self with the colonel, subsequently as- 
Buming the progressive leadership in 
Brookiyn.

The ruling was made\ in the case of 
H. D. Jones, a young man sentenced in 
police court on two charges, one of 
which was for drunkenness and the 
other for violation of prohabtion regu- 
lations. 

The former case haS been appealed 
to the supreme court. Yones was re- 
leased on $100 bond assessed by Judge 
Bell and the probation sentence was 
dismissed entirely. Twenty-nine days 
in each case was the sentence passed 
upon him. 

The ruling has created a stir in court 
and police realms. City Attorney 
James L. Mavyson told a Constitution 
reporter last night that the imposition 
of sentences for violating the ordi- 
nance was illegal.

Jones was arraigned before Recorder 
Nash R. Broyles less than a month ago 
on a charge of drunkenness. He

Tne 
senator had been suffering for some 
days with what was thought to be un 
attack of indigestion, but his conditiun 
became so critical that the physicians 
found an immediate operation neces- 
sary. Dr. Harrington and lr. Win- 
slow, who are in charge of the case, 
today pronounced the senator’s conai- 
tion entirely satisfactory.” 

Even. some of the senator’s most 
intimate friends were surprised vv 
learn of the serious nature of his 
illness. He had returned from Wash- 
ington ten days ago complaining that 
he was tired and wanted a rest. 

In the seclusion of his estate on 
Massachusetts Bay he took many 
short strolls but on Wednesday he 
complained of the increasing sever- 
ity of his indisposition. Thursday ne 
called. in the family physician, Dr. 
Laurence Susick, who found the sena- 
tor suffering from an ulcer of tte 
stomach. The grewth was acutely ae- 
veloped, he said- and he advised an 
immediate operation. 

Lodge Opposed Kulife. 

This met with the opposition of Sen- 
ator Lodge, who thought such a step 
unnecessary and believed that he was 
too weak to go under the knife. 

The family, now greatly’ worriea, 
called in Drs. Harrington and Win- 
slow, who confirmed the diagnosis or 
Dr. Cusick and said that an opera- 
tion was necessary to save the pa- 
tient’s life.

Postmaster Jones announces that he 
has asked the postoffice department 
in Washington to allow the Atlanta 
postoffice to have an open general de- 
livery window every Sunday morning 
—something the Atlanta postoffice has 
not known in a long time. 

Also Postmaster Jones has informed 
the postoffice department at Wash- 
ington that he would ike tne restora- 
tion to the Atlanta postorfice of the 
10 o'clock postoffice box service on 
Sundays—a service which gave post- 
office box renters all mail coming to 
them up to 10 o’clock every Sunday 
morning.

NATHANIEL BANTER, 
ES AT HASH 


Father of Mrs. Robert F. Mad- 
dox, of Atlanta—Was Prom- 
inent in Politics.

Nashville, Tenn., September 29.— 
(Special.)—Death claimed one of Nash- 
ville’s foremost citizens, well known 
throughout the south, early Monday 
morning when Hon. Nathaniel Baxter, 
Jr., confederate veteran, member of the 
state legislature, lawyer, farmer and 
capitalist, died following an illness of 
several days’ duration of acute pneu- 
monia. He had been ill for about ten 
days, having suffered a severe bilious 
attack while serving as a member of 
the senate. Later pneumonia devel- 
oped. Members of his family and 
close personal friends were in.attend- 
ance when Mr. Baxter died at his 
home, 117 Eighth avenue, ‘north. 
Was Gallant Soldier. 

Senator Baxter fought gallantly in 
the cause of the confederacy, enlist- 
ing in October, 1861. He was assigned 
to Freeman’s battery. Two years later 
he was transferred to the cavalry, 
Forrest's command, and was twice 
wounded. At the battte of Franklin 
he was captured and a few months 
later was exchanged, joining John- 
ston’s army, surrendering with him at 
Hillsboro, N. C. After the war he re- 
turned to Nashville, where he read law. 
In 1871 he was appointed clerk and 
master of the chancery court of Da- 
vidson county, serving for six years. 
Following this he was appointed clerk 
of the supreme court, holding the po- 
sition for six years. 

He was then elected president of 
the First National bank, which place 
he held for eight years, resigning to 
become president of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company. He resigned 
after a few years’ seryice and retired 
to his farm. Two years ago he was 
elected to the state senate and was 
chosen epeaker’of that body. He was 
re-elected to the senate last year, but 
the fusionists being in control, was not 
again chosen speaker. He was a dem- 
ocrat in politics, being aligned with 
the “regular” faction in the state. 

He is survived by his wife, who was 
Miss Laura SS. Lavender, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Robert Jackson, of 
Nashville, and Mrs. Robert F. Maddox, 
of Atlanta, Ga. With her husband, 
Mrs. Maddox left Atlanta last Friday 
and was with her father at the end.

Rescuers Know the Man Is Alive 
by His Taps on the 
Gangway. . 


Centralia, Pa., September 29.—A res- 
culng party seeking to liberate Thorn- 
as Toshesky, who was entombed in 
the Continental Mine here last Friduy 
by a fall of coal, heard him today sig- 
nalling to them by tapping on tne 
side of the gangway. A bore hole 
was sunk from an upper level, tu 
where he was confined and bottles 
filled with nourishing liquid were low- 
ered to him. He may be reached by 
the rescuers some time tonight. 

Twice rescue parties have been 
within a short distance of the ei- 
tombed miner only to be driven back 
by fresh rushes of coal. Toshesky, 
who was buried in a similar manner 
some years ago in a mine at Ashlana, 
was employed at robbing pillars of 
coal when he was buried by a rush of 
loosened mineral. Fellow workmen, 
who succeeded in escaping, gave tne 
alarm and the rescue parties were im- 
mediately organized. Little hope, 
however, was entertained of finding 
Toshesky alive until the tapping was 
heard today.

“The existing condition Is ina 
large measure, if not wholly, due to 
the delay of the city council in appro- 
priating funds for school purposes. If, 
as hhad been asked, the council had ap- 
propriated sufficient funds last spring, 
there would have been absolutely no 
difficulty in handling the enormous in- 
crease. It was only a few weeks’ ago 
that the council would consent to give 
us enough money with which to pur- 
the new desks, which are so 
badly needed, and I will say that had 
they taken action in June or July, we 
should have been enabled to comforta- 
bly seat any and all applicants at the 
beginning of the term. 

“We have in this school nearly 500 
children, and with the present facili- 
ties, it is all but impossible to find 
seats for all of them. We have been 
compelled to build rough benches 
around the walls of some of the class- 
rooms to give them temporary accom- 
modation, and these will be replaced 
with new desks as Soon as they ar- 
rive. I am wiring almost daily to 
the company from which they have 
meen ordered, and hope to have the 
situation well in hand within the next 
two weeks.”

Thoughtful leaders of the southern ne- 
groes may profitably give heed to the 
counsel of Dr. Randolph Churchill, of Eng- 
land, when, speaking recently to an audi- 
ence of negroes at the Big Bethel audi- 
torium in Atlanta, he told them that the 
best place for the negro is the southern 
states. The principal values of Dr. Church- 
ill’s advice rise in the facts that he speaks 
fram a wholly unbiasted standpoint and that 
he has had wide opportunity for studying 
the negro problem in different places and 
sensing sentiment toward the negro every- 
where. 

Several years ago

Dr. Churchill cs s, with 
truth, that in fifty years the négro has 


wrought wonderfully in building a civiliza- 
tion of his own, with his own colleges, busi- 
ness enterprises, doctors, lawyers, preachers 
and teachers. That is so, but it touches 
only the surface of the problem. The negro, 
like the white man, needs education, busi- 
ness enterprises, doctors, lawyers, preach- 
ers and teachers. But segregate these classes 
of activity from the body politic, and vou 
will find the overwhelming majority of the 
race with no provision made for it. 

That fact alone has been the 
The Constitution's insistence that education 
and training must be directed not alone to- 
ward the one among the negroes, but to- 
ward the ninety and nine at the same time. 
The tremendous destiny that awaits the 
ninety and nine negroes in the country and 
in the cities is now being only partially 
fulfilled, for the simple reason that the 
ninety and nine have not been equipped 
in viewpoint, mind, morals or‘handicraft to 
materialize that desiny. 

The more intelligent leader of the ne- 
groes is awaking to this fact, as to the fact 
emphasized by Dr. Churchill that the south 
offers the best opportunities for the race. 
But the bulk of the race to 
the truth, realize that there no 
short-cut to no avoiding of the 
toilsome processes of industrial evolution. 
If the negro cannot succeed in the south, 
with the sentiment of the dominant rac®@ 
sympathetically intelligent toward him, he 
can succeed nowhere else on the globe. 
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NEGLECTING THE PAWN. 


To outlaw the annual “city cotton crop” 
and to standardize the cotton bale are the 
twin objects of several bills now being 
considered by the house committee on inter. 
state commerce. One by Representative 
Adamson, of Georgia, has an excellent pros- 
pect of being enacted into law. 

Few persons outside of farmers and cot- 
ton traders have any conception of thea 
amount of the staple yearly lost to the pro- 
ducer by means of the promiscuous and 
unmethodical process of “sampling” that 
has long been in vogue. Buyers dig Samples 
out of bales right and left, and never trou- 
ble to return them. The “sweepings” from 
this source are estimated at 200,00) bales 
annually. A law that would compel uni- 
formity in s iting would check this un- 
desirable form of piracy. 

The gsreputable baling of the American 
cottop’crop has long‘been a source of com- 
t abroad and of loss at home. Only 
recently has there been any systematic ef- 
fort to enforce a standard and that orig- 
inated with the railways. If the government 
makes cotton inadmissible to interstate 
commerce unless it complies with uniform 
regulations as to size and density of bale 
it will save the producer two or three mi)- 
lions annually, and remove a distinct peril 
how menacing the supremacy of American 
cotton in Europe. 

The wonder is that with faults of this 
nature so obvious, not to mention the slack 
bills-of-lading system exposed severa] years 
ago by the Memphis scandal, no attempt 
has been made to put the marketing of the 
crop upon a basis of scientific efficiency. 
If any other nation possessed so ivemben: 
dous a pawn in the game of international 
finance it would not be kicked about and 
neglected as is American cotton.

PARNELL AND THE PIGOTT LETTERS 


Many readers wil! easily recall the sensa- 
tion created by the so-called Pigott Letters 
which were printed in the London Times 
during the year 1887. On March 7, 1887, the 
first of a series of articles entitled “Par- 
rellism and Crime,” appeared tn this paper, 
which were meant to prove that the Parne!l 
movement was a revolutionary one stained 
by crime. and designed to overthrow British 
authority in Ireland. 

On April 18 The Times published a fac- 
simile letter, purporting to bear Parnell’'s 
Signature, in which the Phoenix Park mur- 
durs were excused and condoned. The pub- 
Heatton of this first letter, in which Parnell 
was made to say: “You should know that 
to denounce the murders was the only 
cuurse open to us but I cannot refuse 
to admit that Burke got no more than his 


deserts,” threw the whole Liberal party 
into consternati)n. 

The Parnell letter in The Times was 
soon the talk of the entire country. Par- 


nell was shown the printed facsimile of the 
letter, and instead of flying into a rage, as 
was to be expected, placing his finger on the 
“. of the signature, he said quite calmly: 
“I did not make an S like than since 1878." 

On the same evening Parnell dealt with 
the subject in the house of commons, in 
which he made a flat denial of having writ- 
ten the letter, and said: “I cannot under- 
Stand how the managers of a responsible, 
and what used to be a respectable, journal, 
could have been so hoodwinked, so hoaxed, 
BO bamboozled. The subject matter of this 
letter ts preposterous on the surface.” 

After. Parnell's declaration the subject 
of the facsimile letter was for a time per- 
mitted to drop, but the articles on ‘Par- 
néellism and Crime” continued to be printed. 
Finally Mr. F. H. O’Donnell, an ex-member 
of parliament, feeling himself aggrieved by 
certain statements in the articles, took pro- 
ceedings against the Times, and finally Par 
nell took a hand tn the matter. He asked 
the house of commons to appoint a select 
committee to inquire whether the facsimile 
letter was a forgery. 

Several years prior to the publication of 
this letter there was in Ireland a Richard 
Pigott who was the proprietor of a news- 
paper called “The Irishman.” Almost every 
one versed in “Mrish politics knew “Dick” 
Pigott or knew of him. Although he pro- 
fessed patriotism, it was considered that 
for a valuable return he would swear away 


the life of every honest man in the land. 
In 1885 Pigott was collecting materials for 


| 


cd 
a pamphiet called “Parnellism Unmasked.” 
Unionists assisted him in having the work 


published, but they wanted something more 
than pamphlets which would connect the 
Parnellite movement with the crime prev- 


alent in the country. Pigott was asked to 
find this evidence. He was paid a guinea a 
day and hotel and traveling expensés to 
scour Europe and America in search of 
documentary evidence to hang Parnell, or at 
least to send him into penal servitude. 

' Finally in.March, 1886, Pigott claimed te 
pave found the documentary evidence—let- 
fers signed by Parnell and Egan, which he 
claimed were found in a “black bag” in 
Paris. There were five letters supposed to 
have been written by Parnell, ineluding the 
facsimile letter. James Caulfield Houston, a 
distinguished loyalist, went to Paris to see 
the letters and believing them genuine he 
paid a sum of 850 pounds for them, not even 
asking to see the man or men who had se- 
cured them. 

Houston hastened back to England with 
them and presented himself to the Times, 
and the letters having been submitted to an 
expert tn handwriting who pronounced them 
genuine, they were purchased by The Times. 
When the triad occurred an effort was made 
to place the forgery. Pat Egan gave Par- 
nell a clew. The Times published a letter 
purporting to have been written by Egan. 
In that letter the word “hesitancy” was 
spelt with an “e,” “hesiteney.” Egan had in 
his possession letters of Pigott tn which the 
word was spelt in exactly the same way. 

Pigott returning from Paris shortly aft- 
erwards was arrested as he was walking 
up and down the platform at Euston on his 
way to Ireland. He was confronted by Par- 
nell’s attorney, Mr. Lewis, who said: “Pigott, 
you forged these letters. Will you confess 
your crime, tell The Times and let the. let- 
ters be withdrawn, or will you brazen it out, 
go into the box, commit perjury and be sent 
to penal servitude?” After a show of fight 
Pigott collapsed and admitted his guilt. But 
the following day he changed his mind, de- 
nied the admission, but at the trial his evi- 
dence was so shattered that he was com- 
pelled to confess. He always claimed that 
he alone was concerned tn the forgery: Fi- 
nally a warrant was issued for Pigott'’s ar- 
rest on the charge of perjury, the police 
tracked him to a hotel in Madrid, the report 
of a pistol was heard and the wretched man 
was found on the floor with a bullet threugh 
his brain. He had died by his own hand. 
So ended the e@élaborate plot to destroy the 
Irish leader.

All this time France had been srowing in 
fame by reason of Bonaparte’s vigor and 
while he had been eating hardtack and get- 
ting shot at by polyglot armies other of- 
ficials had been Staying at home and filling 
large four-horse carriages. This naturally 
irritated Napoleon, and when he had been 
home about seventeen minutes he booted the 
entiré government out of the window and 
Started to run the country himself. 

Bonaparte ruled France with Sreat suc- 
cess and as soon as he suggested it &@ grate- 
ful nation made him Napoleon lst and al- 
lowed him to divorce his wife and obtain a 
new one kindly loaned him by the king of 
A ustria. He did not Job around on a purple 
cushion when emperor, but continued to 
roam through Europe demolishing armies 
wherever he could find them. He was the 
official revengwer of Franve. He revenged 
ail the defeats she had sustained for three 
hundred years and finally, when he had run 
out of revenge, he started overland to wipe 
Out Russia because the ezar had sent hiss 
communication with « thumb

This was Napoleon's great mistake. He 
whipped the Russian armies @asily enough 


but lingered too late in the rall before start- 
ing home. Being used to a milder climate 
he had not provided his soldiers with hot 
air furnaces and thick underwear, and they 
froze and died in such numbers that he 
reached Paris with hardly enough men left 
to Carry a ward election. All Europe now 
Jumped on him and Parts was captured 
France now exiled Napoleon to Elba.

OUR TEACHERS FARE 
BETTER THAN ALABAMA’S 


It is not true thatythere is an exo- 
dus of Georgia teachers from this 
state to Alabama in order to get bet- 
ter and prompter pay. 

Officials at the state treasury denied 
yesterday that Alabama treated her 
teachers better than Georgia and fur- 
nished figured to prove it. Here they 
are: 

There is appropriated from the state 
treasury of Alabama $2,000,000 annual- 
ly for the common schools. That is all 
the money spent by the state for that 
purpose. 

Now the state of Georgia has this 
year spent $2,862,459.95 on the schools, 
which it will be seen is nearly a mil- 
lion dollars more than Alabama. Of 
this $969,816.01, or a dividend cf 40 per 
cent, was spent on this year’s account. 
On the balance due from .last year a 
total of $1,893,643.94 has been expended. 
These figures would indgscate that 
Georgia spends much more proportion- 
ately on her schools than does Alabama 
land teachers would have little to gain 
by changing from one state ty the 
other.

The Busiest Railroad Station. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 


Boston, although onty fourth in rank 
among the largest cities in the United 
States, stands first in possessing the 
busiest railroad station. For years Old 
South station has led the country in 
the volume of traffic. It exceeds, even 
now, the Grand Central terminal in 
New York, although the latter is of 
greater size. According to figures 
compiled in the executive offices of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad company, the South station 
handles more trains, more persons, 
more baggage and more mail on a 
daily average than does the Grand 
Central terminal in New York or any 
other station in America. 

More than fifty million passengers, 
which 1s more than half the population 
of the United States, pass. through 
these two stations in a single year. 
The figures compiled for the year end- 
ed June 80, 19138, show that 28,347,399 
passengers were handled at the South 
station during the year and 22,405,295 
passed through the Grand Central 
terminal The 


South station’ handles 
77,664 persons daily, while 61,379 per- 
sons use the Grand Central terminal 
each day. 

The South station handles 848 trains 
in a day. The number handled at the 
Grand Central in the same period is 
450. In the rush hours at the South 
station ninetyv-one trains leave in sixty 
minutes, which is more than twice the 
number operated from the Grand Cen- 
tral. The new Grand Central terminal 
has hardly begun to do the business 
for which it was designed. Approxi- 
mately sixty-two thousand persons are 
using the station daily now. When 
completed it will have a capacity of 
seventy thousand persons in one hour. 
Twenty-one tracks have still to be 
completed at the Grand Central.

Breaking wills is a most difficult job 
in the state of Pennsylvania. Daniel 
Webster discovered that fact when, as 
America’s foremost lawyer. he at- 
tempted in vain to destroy the will of 
Stephen Girard. 

The. present éndeavor to break the 
Garrett will, involving, according to 
report, over $10,000,000, will be one of 
the great will cases of this state in all 
time. No other contest involved so 
vast a fortune as that which Mrs. 
Jones Wister inaugurated to upset the 
will of William & Saotmen. But Mrs. 
Mrederick Penfiell has the property to- 
day, just as her father wished. That 
estate is much greater than either the 
Girard or Garrett fortune, but all are 
big and each involved a peculiar fea- 
ture. 

Webster built his argument chiefly 
around the fact that Girard had stip- 
ulated that no minister of any kind 
should ever enter the college he meant 
to found. The great orator contended 
that such a thing was.contrary to 
the public well-being, but Horace Bin- 
ney and his associates beat the Massa- 
chusetts senator at the celebrated trial.
